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(57) Abstract: A method of efficiently 
heightening the emulsifying power of 
gum arabic, i.e., a process for producing 
gum arabic with excellent emulsifying 
power. Also provided is a method by 
which gum arabic modified so as to have 
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a candy-like mass or adheres to the 
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method can be practiced by heating gum 
arabic (raw material) under dry conditions, 
preferably under the conditions of a drying 
loss of 3% or less. 
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
